THE WAR WITH THE SIOUX. 


GENERAL TERRY has officially announced the ter- 
mination of the campaign which opened last March, 
and has taken a special train for St. Paul, the head- 
quarters of his Department. General Crook has 
halted his column at Custer City, in the Black Hills, 
and has gone to confer with the Lieutenant-General 
at Fort Laramie. A few hostiles have surrendered 
at Standing Rock, while the location of the enemy 
is still a matter of conjecture. In discussing the In- 
dian question at Washington, officers cite, in support 
of the assertion that the sale of arms to the Indians 
has not ceased, the advertisement signed by Indian 
Agent Pope inviting proposals. for furnishing sup- 
plies to the Ute Indians, Included in the list of ar- 
ti:les wanted are a number of Winchester rifles of 
the most improved pattern. Although this tribe of 
Indians are ostensibly at peace at this time, it is 
known at Army headquarters to be a fact that a 
number of the tribe ave recently engaged in hos- 
tilities and have murdered several whites. It is pre- 
dicted by Army officers that all the arms purchased 
for this tribe will ultimately fall into the hands of 
hostile tribes by trading, even if the Utes remain at 
peace. 

A Canadian officer officially confirms the report 
that the Sioux had unsuccessfully endeavored to in- 
duce the Canadian Blackfeet Indians to join Sitting 
Bull. 

GENERAL CROOK’S ‘‘ STERN-CHASE.” 


As we have aleadv mentioned, Gen. Crook started on 
the 5th Sept. for the Black Hills, with his entire com- 
mand, which was suffering from want of clothing and 
severe weather, and was nearly ovt of rations. The 
route of the column in general was south, along the 
divide between the waters of Part’s, Canno:ball, and 
Grand rivers. It was a perilous route, from the facts 
that the scouts discovered it to be crossed by a great 
number of trails, all leading toward the Black Hills, 
and suggesting the possibility of a concentration of 
the Indians aguinst the column at anytime. Water 
and wood were neither plentiful nor convenient, and 
owing to cold rainstorms which prevailed constantly, 
camp life on half rations, and with no tents and little 
bedding, was extremely severe upon the men. Grass 
was abuudant; nevertheless a number of animals had 
to be dropped, and the march was a severe strain on 
the entire column. It was not a Moscow affair, how- 
ever, by any means. Only about half a dozen men 
had to be carried on litters, and the infautry battalion 
under Col. Chambers showed remarkable endurance, 
and set an example that the United States Army should 
profit by. On the 7th, some of the men on march ate 
raw horse meat, and next day horses were again 
killed, half a doz2n of them by order, forfood. A 
good many antelope had been taken, but meat was 
scarce. It was Gen. Crook’s determination and fre- 
quent remark, before he left Goose Creek on the Big 
‘Trail, that he would follow it up on mule meat, if he 
did not capture provisions from the hostile Sioux, and 
would do something before that campaign ended. 

COLONEL MILLS’ FIGHT. 


On the 7th, it was decided to send a portion of the 
pack-train ahead under the escort of Colonel Mills, 
with fifteen men, on the best horses, of each company 
of the 3d Cavalry, making 150 in all. Lieutenants 
Leuttwitz, Schwatka and Crawford composed the sub- 
ordinate officers, with Lieutenant Bubb, 4th Infantry, 
chief commissary ; Tom Moore, chief packer, and 
Frank Gruard, General Crook’s chief scout. The lat- 
ter was to serve both as guide and scout, and on the 
evening of the 8th, he discovered through the rain and 
fog, without being himself observed, a hostile Sioux 
village, consisting of furty large lodges and a herd of 
several hundred ponies and a few American horses. 
Milis concluded to attempt the attack with 150 men, 
without waiting for reinforcements. He fell back a 
few miles, hid his command in a ravine, and at two 
o’clock next morning marched for the village, which 
was situated on a little creek —a tributary of Grand or 
Owl Creek. He formed on the north side before day- 
light, and ordered Lieutenant Schwatka, with Com- 
pany M, to charge through the village, while the rest 
of the force, dismounted, were to form a skirmish line

tered out ‘‘ pell-mell,” half naked. returning the fire to 
some extent. Their ponies were effectually stampeded. 
Owing to Mills’ small force, he only succeeded in se- 
curing the lodges and property therein, and about one 
hundred and forty ponies. There was av immense 
quantity of dried meats, berries, etc., all that Crook’s 
whole pack-train could carry, and sufficient to post- 
pone the proposed purchase of supplies. There were 
wagon-loads of robes and savages’ spoil of all kinds. 
The standard of the 7th Cavalry, which Custer used in 
the Little Horn massacre, and various little articles of 
wearing gp were also captured on that occasion: a 
guantity of corn stored at the mouth of Powder river 
as Jate as August 5; where Terry was fired on, were 
among the spoils. Lieutenant Von Leuttwitz, Co. E, 
was seriously wounded in the knee; Privates 
Foster and Dorn, Co. D, and Sergeant Glass, Co. E, 
were wounded, and Private Wenzel, Co. A, was killed 
in the action of the morning. 

Col. Mills sent a courier to Gen. Crook as soon as 
he engaged the enemy. The General came forward 
with sections from the cavalry, reaching Mills at 11 
o’clock. The latter had kept up a picket fight 
during the forenoon. Crook was disappointed because 
Mills did not report the discovery earlier, in time to 
have got up the entire command and so made a more 
complete thing of it. About one hundred yards from 
the village is a little ravine, in which a band of seven 
warriors and fifteen women and children were safely 
lodged in a cavern of rocks, and it was in trying to 
dislodge them that Mills lost his killed and most of his 
wounded. Gen. Crook desired to save the women and 
children, and by means of Gruard’s interpreting, a par- 
ley ensued, and three warriors came out, one chief, 
“* American Horse,” being mortally wounded. Before 
this parley was effected, however, John White, a 
citizen, was shot through the heart, and Privates Mc- 
Kernan, E, 3d; Kennedy, C, 5th; and Sievenson, I, 2d 
Cavalry, were wounded. About 4:20 p. m., Sept. 9, 
there was’a sudden picket firing on Col. Mason’s front, 
resulting in the wounding of Sergt. Schrieber, of K, 
and Privates Donnelly, F, 5th Cavalry, and Fitzhenry, 
H, 9th Infantry. It proved to be reinforcement 
from Crazy Horse’s band, and a running attack 
was made all round the circle; but the troops 
were quickly thrown out, and the enemy driven 
oft in every direction. The latter got about a dozen 
horses, but too poor to get into camp. The village 
was thoroughly ransacked and the spoils divided. Col. 
Mills and his men got the ponies. There were found 
passes to good Indians from Indian Agent Howard, of 
the Spotted Tail Agency, dated respectively Jan. 14 
and Feb., 1876. Much ammunition and many guns 
were found in the lodges. All evidence is to the effect 
that these Indians were prepared forthe winter. There 
were probably 1,000 warriors connected with it and 
their chief 1s ‘‘ Roman Nose,” formerly of the Chey- 
enne Agency. 

Sept. 10.—After the command was on the march a 
number of Indians came down on the rear of the 
column, but were met with a warm reception by Capt. 
Sumners battalion of the 5th Cavalry, who, coverin 
the enemy in the ravines, killed several and disable 
others. Privates Ford, of F; Madden, of M, and 
Clautier, of D, Dubois, C, and Sergt. Kirkwood, M, 
were wounded; the command marched fifteen miles 
to-day towards the Hills, bringing the entire number 
of ‘sick and wounded on twelve litters. 

Medical Director Clements amputated the right leg 
of Lieut. Von Luettwitz last evening, and Private Ken- 
nedy died of his wounds. ; 
Most of the captives were brought along, but a few 
squaws were sent back, with the General’s advice to go 
into the agencies, and behave themselves. The casual- 
ties comprised—killed, 3; wounded, 15; 7 dead Indians, 
and 20 ponies in our hands. 

MOVEMENTS OF CROOK'S COMMAND. 


A courier from Crook’s camp, at Whitewood Creek, 
Sept. 15, arrived at Sage Creek, Sept. 18. 

The command has worked its way to the Belle 
Fourche River, subsisting on fresh horse and dried 
meat captured from the Sioux. Supplies from Dead- 
wood were met there on the 138th inst. 

The march of Sept. 12, between the Owl and Belle 
Fourche Rivers, thirty odd miles, was through rain 
and mud, and was one of the most exacting that troops 
ever experienced. The weather has since been good. 
New life has been infused into the command, whose 
future movements now depend upon Gen. Sheridan, * 
who has sent for Crook te visit him at Fort Laramie at 
once.

GENERAL TERRY'S COLUMN. 

The final breaking up of General Terry’s command 
occurred Sept. 8, and all the troops are now en route 
for home, with the exception of two regiments of in- 
fantry, which will winter at the mouth of Tongue 
River. The Montana troops, numbering 250 infantry, 
and 120 horse, and including the 7th Infantry and the 
2d Cavalry under General Gibbon, left for Fort Ellis 


with a wagon train and supplies for eighty daya. They ||’ 


will follow the old Stanley trail. The route is teeming’ 
with hostiles, and is 420 miles long. They may 
encounter a large war party in the Big Horn country. 
They bave been in the field since Marob, and are poorly 
clad for the cold weather and fierce storms which 
sweep over the prairies at this season. The 22d In-’ 
fantry have been left at the mouth of Glendive Creek, 
and have commenced the construction of a stockade. 
They will remain till November 1 or later. 
LATER FROM TERRY. 


Sitting Bull with a column about three miles in 
length crossed the Missouri about thirty miles below 
Fort Peck about Sept. 9th. This fact being reported 
to General Terry, who was then at Fort Buford, he 
ordered the 7th r%, under —— Reno, and four 
companies of the 6th Infantry under Colonel Moore, 
then en route from Glendive to Fort Buford, to pro- 
ceed to Fort Peck, and on the 12th left Fort Buford on 
the John M. Chambers with one company of the 6th Inf. 
for Fort Peck. Col. Reno’s column reached Wolf 
Creek on the Missouri on the 18th, but failed to find 
the enemy. He, however, ascertained that Long Dog, 
with 150 Indians, had endeavored to procure ammuni- 
tion from the agent on the other side, but failing, had 
stated that Sitting Bull was on his way to Fort Peck, 
and would compel the agent to furnish a supply. He 
is supposed to have gone to Canada. ‘The te- 
cent excessive ruins caused a rise of about 
two feet in the Yellowstone, which has enabled 
boats to continue in service on that river, and the Jose- 
phine, Far West and Carroll left for Buford on the 15th 
for the mouth of Glendive. The troops to remain on 
the Yellowstone are now well supplied with provisions. 
It has been determined to withdraw the cavalry and 
leave only infantry on duty at the mouth of the Tongue 
River this winter. 

AT THE AGENCIES. 

Messrs, Whipple, Danicls, Howard and Hinman, of 
the Sioux Commission, returned from Spotted ‘Tail 
Agency to Red Cloud, Sept. 16, and were to receive 
the Indian reply to recent propusitions. Most of the 
Red Cloud Indians had gone into camp half-way ,be- 
tween the two agencies. When the Indian Commission 
were approaching Red Cloud under t«scort of Captain 
Egan, Co. K, 2d Cavalry, Captain Egan, who rode at 
the head of the column, discovered willows tied toge- 
ther across the road and numerous fresh moccasin 
tracks in the sand. Now attack was made by concealed 
Indians, however, though the fact that a small band of 
hostiles was in the immediate vicinity hav since been 
proven, doubtless for the reason that the whites were 
discovered to be in too strong a force, but it is safe to 
assume that the presence of an escort is all that saved 
the commission. Gruard says he is convinced that 
two-thirds of the hostiles are Indians belonging to Red 
Cloud, Spotted Tail and Missouri River agencies, and 
that a large amount of the supplies have been received 
from the same sources. He says there are thousands 
of Indians now in the northern country who do not 
belong there. The counts made here and ut Spotted 
Tail’s a | by the military recently show 12,500 
absentee ery old and very young Indians pre- 
dominate among tho3e remaining here. 

General Sheridan is at Fort Laramie, where he will 
await General Crook’s arrival for consultation. ‘irass, 
of the Blackfeet tribe, was arrested on Sept. lv for 
harboring and supplying hostiles, The Indians threat- 
ened to rescue him, but the garrison was too well pre- 
pared to resist and an attempt at rescue was not made. 
On the 12th, however, he was honorably acquitted and 
was instrumental in bringing in Kill Eagle’s band.

Tue Court-martial on Captain Baker of the Marine 
Corps closed their proceedings last week and for- 
warded the record to the Department, and was dis- 
solved. Final action has not yet been taken on the 
case of Captain Munroe of the same Corps, There is 
not the usual interest manifested now in cases of this 
kind, as the result even, if extreme, although it gives 
promotion, makes no vacancy forappointment, There 
can be no appointment in the Corps until the Corps 
is reduced to seventy-five, which in ordinary course 
will not be for three or four years yet. 

Tue class of Midshipmen who graduated in 1874 
are now returning from the foreign stations, having 
been on sea duty for two years past, and reporting at 
Annapolis for examination for the grade of Ensign. 
This examination, in connection with their class- 
standing while at the Academy, gives them their 
future position in the Service, and is highly impor- 
tant on their reaching the superior grades in the 
Navy. 

A crrcuLaR from the Fourth Auditor's Office, Sep- 
tember 18, announces that in the “ Distance Table,” 
issued from this Office August 14, 1876, the distances 
from'Savannah, Ga., Charleston, 8.C., Columbia, S.C., 
and Raleigh, N. C., to Key West, Fla., are computed 
via New-Orleans, La,; but, unless ordered to travel 
by that route, officers will only be allowed mileage 
via Cedar Keys, Fla., by which route the distances to 
Key West, Fla., are as follows: From Savannah, Ga., 
596 miles; from Charleston, 8. C., 700 miles; from 
Columbia, 8.

Tue Court of Inquiry, on the collision of the Ply- 
mouth with the German bark Zriton, attached no 
blame to the captain or other oficers of the Ply- 
mouth. The collision was attributed to the bad 
judgment of the branch pilot, who had charge of the 
Plymouth, and the strong tide running at the time. 
The Triton was damaged to the extent of three or 
four hundred dollars, and was promptly repaired by 
the Government, Had the Triton veered a few 
fathoms of chain the collision would have been 
avoided. 

Tue authority of {the commandants of the Navy- 
yards, to employ workmen at discretion, is, for the 
time, blocked by a provision in the Naval appropria- 
tion act, requiring public notice to be given of all 
mechanics which the needs of the public service de- 
mand to be employed at any time within sixty days 
preceding a Presidential or State election. Conse- 
quently, when additional men are needed, a notice of 
the fact is published in the newspapers by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, under which the commandant of 
the yard where they are to be employed, has the 
power to select and take them on. After the Presi- 
dential election in November, this provision of law 
will for awhile be inoperative, as no election for 
members of [Congress will take place tor some time.

WirH reduced appropriations for the Navy, and a 
reduction of the number of seamen, the prospects for 
the officers of the Navy on furlough, to be ordered to 
duty, are not at all encouraging. The money for 
litting vessels for sea and the men to man them are 
both neeced. Some of the new vessels will, there- 
fore, linger for sometime in the Navy-yards, The 
return of the Franklin, with a large crew, which will 
be discharged, will make room for additional enlist- 
ments; but as the greater part of the crew are con- 
tinuous service and honorably discharged men, they 
will be entitled to re-enlistment, thus closing the door 
to new recruits. The Zrenton, which is to take the 
place of the Franklin, cannet, it is said, if otherwise 
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ready, be commissioned until the Franklin’s honor- 
rebly discharged and continuous service men are 
re-enlisted. As three months sre allowed them in 
which to re-enlist, and the Franklin will not probably 
be home before the middle of October, sometime in 
January may be set down for commissioning the 
Trenton. 

REAR ADMIRAL REYNOLDS arrived at Yokohama, 
in the Tennessee, Aug. 21, from Hakodadi. The 
Kearsarge arrived at Yokohama the day previous, 
from Manila and Hong Kong. The Yantic was in 
port. The Ashuelot, Palos, Monocacy and Tennessee 
were expected to be between Shanghai and Tientsin 
by the middle of September. The Alert, soon ex- 
pected on the station, was also to proceed to 
Shanghai. The Kearsarge went to Manila to inquire 
into the detention of the American schooner Fanny 
Hare, of San Francisco. The fine against the 
schooner had been remitted before the arrival of the 
Kearsarge, and the two vessels proceeded to sea 
July 28. The prime minister of Japan, Sango 
Eaneyoshi, and suite, arrived at Hakodadi in a Japa- 
nese steamer, while the Tennessee was there, and 
landed under a salute, in which the Tennessee joined. 
Rear Admiral Reynolds paid his respects to his Ex- 
cellency on the same day, at the residence of the 
Governor, and was pleasantly received. The minis- 
ter is next in rank and importance to the Mikado, 
and is said to have been the main support of the 
Japanese government in carrying out the measures 
which overthrew the Shogun and the Damios, and 
also in introducing so extensively and successfully 
into Japan the arts and appliances of modern civili- 
zation. He was invited to visit the Tennessee, but 
his time would not permit of it. 


A prEspatcn from Portsmouth, N. H., announces 
the death of Rear-Admiral Alex. M. Pennock, U. 8. 
N., in that city, on Wednesday afternoon, Sept. 20th, 
of apoplexy. For nearly fifty years Admiral Pen- 
nock has been an officer of the Navy, and no one was 
held in higher esteem tor his ability as an officer and 
his excellepcies as a man. He was born in Virginia, 
but appointed from Tennessee April 1, 1828, his first 
service being on the frigate Guerriere in the Pacific 
squadron, Previous to the war he served in the 
Brazil squadron in the Natchez, Decatur and the Sou- 
thern Star, which last he commanded during the 
Paraguayan expedition, 1859-60; in the Mediterra- 
nean, in the Potomac and in the East Indies in the 
Columbia and Marion. He also served on the store- 
ship Supply, the Magara, and at the Norfolk Navy- 
yard, 1846, and as L. H. Inspector, 1853-6, and in 
1861. As Fleet Captain of the Mississippi squadron 
from 1862 to 1864, Admiral Pennock established a 
high reputation for executive ability. Since the war 
he has been attached to the Brooklyn Navy-yard, 
1866-7, in command of the Franklin, flag-ship of the 
European squadron, 1867, and in 1868 in command 
of the European squadron, He was in command of 
the Portsmouth Navy-yard, 1870-71 ; in command of 
the N. Pacific station, 1872-73, and the Asiatic sta- 
tion, 1874. Commissioned as captain, June 2, 1863, 
he was promoted to commodore, May 6, 1868, and 
rear-admiral, July 19, 1872. 


Art the Pensacola Navy yard, practically, there has 
been no work done for months past. Since June last 
the whole force of the yard has seldom exceeded 
thirty men. The marine guard stationed at this post 
have been removed to Norfolk, Va., and the police 
duties of the yard have been wholly performed by 
the reduced force of 8 watchmen. The employés of 
the several departments have been reduced much 
below thg number really necessary for the prcper 
care and preservation of the various buildings and 
stores. The health of the yard and vicinity has been 
excellent during the present summer. The troops at 
Barrancas, Fla., were removed early in the season 
into camp, about three miles from the garrison, for 
fear of any possible outbreak of sickness that might 
result trom the visitation of last year. A few men 
were left at the barracks, but no sign of sickness hag 
made its appearance there. To the really healthy 
climate, and to the caretul administration of the quar- 
rantine regulations of the port, so ably aided by the 
eftorts of the commanding Army and Naval officers, 
can be truthfully attributed these happy results. 
The outbreak of fever at Savannah, Ga., is a matter 
of surprise, and on the score of humanity to be 
greatly regretted. This unfortunate circumstance 
will prove an irresistible argument against any mea- 
sures looking to the abolishment of the Pensacola 
yard in favor of stations at Cockspur Island and 
other projected points. The officers of this yard at 
present are: Commander John F. McGlensey, com- 
mandant; Lieut. T. A. De Blois, capt. of yard, in 
charge of department of equipment and navigation; 
Chiet Eng. Allen, in charge of department of steam 
engineering; Surgeon Oberley, in charge of depart- 
ments of medicive and surgery ; Paymaster McMahon, 
in charge of departments of provisions and clothes; 
Gunner C. B. Magruder, in charge ot department 
of ordnance; and Boatswains FE. Crissey and

man, The expenditure of the amounts appropriated 
by Congress, amounting in the aggregate to $400,000, 
for dry dock at thistyard, has been anxiously looked 
for for months past, but no measures to this end are 





apparent as yet. It is hoped that some work may be 





ordered here before long, for the reliet of the large 
force of skilled workmen who have located here, 
where their only reliance for employment is on Goy- 
ernment work,

ONGRESS, at its last session, appropriated but 
$5,750,000 for the pay of the Navy, officers 
and men. The tables which follow will show how 
insufficient this appropriation is for the pay of the 
active Navy alone, without taking into consideration 
the pay of the retired, amounting to nearly a million 
dollars more.

Averaging this at one-third of each class at 
sea, on other duty, and on leave, we have a total 
of $3,426,933 ; add 7,500 petty officers, seamen, etc., 
at $360 each, $2,700,000, and we have as the amount 
required for pay of active Navy a total of $6,126,733. 





would be reyuired to pay them $927,333. If these 
officers are reduced to furlough pay the utmost 
saving would be one-half of tbat, viz., $463,666. 
And as the saving takes eflect during only a portion 
of the official year the amount would be still less. 
Adding the pay of the retired list, which is 
fixed by law and cannot be altered, and we have a 
deficiency of over a million dollars, under the best 
showing, in the pay of the Naval establishment as 
established by law. Is it worth while, therefore, for 
the Secretary of the Navy to subject a portion of our 
Naval officers to humiliation and pecuniary distress 
by undertaking what is clearly beyond his power to 
accomplish, namely, to keep within the appropriation 
for the year? He certainly ought not to do it ex- 
cept ir obedience to the clear mandate of the law, 
and on the one side he has the unmistakable letter 
of the statute providing a naval establishment, and 
fixing the pay of each of ite members; on the other 
hand, is the irresponsible debate in Congress, to 
which he appeals in G. O. No. 216, as his authority for 
a use of power which, if not against the actual letter 
of the law, is clearly against its obvious intent and 
meaning. 

Let us see for a moment what is the operation of 
G.0.216 putting officers on furlough, and giving them 
one-halt of the lowest pay mentioned in the above 
table, that on “leave or waiting orders.” A fur- 
loughed rear admiral, say either Amy or LE Roy, 


00 A 
receives $250 per annum less than a leutenant com- 


mander retired for drunkenness. A furloughed com- 
modore, say either PREBLE, GuEST, Bryson, Farr- 
Fax, or Crosby, receives $450 per annum less than a 
lieutenant retired, because he was unable to pass 
the required examination for promotion. 

A furloughed captain, say either Ransom, CarTER, 
Biake, Lowry, Low or Rog, receives $100 per annum 
less than some wortbless master retired for utter in- 
competency. A furloughed commander, say either 
Tay.Lor, Meape, SELFRIDGE, MILLER, McDovuaat, 
Perkins or Bunce, receives $350 per annum less 
than the same worthless master above alluded to. 
The same comparison holds good with the Staff 
Corps as with the line or ferloughed, Medical Direc- 
tor McCLELLAND, who has been 38 years in service, 
receiving only the same pay as an assistant surgeon, 
retired because he could not pass his examination for 
promotion. 

Moreover, the furloughed officers cannot by law 
wear the uniform they honorably wore in face of the 
enemy (see Navy Regulations, Par. 1432). Neither 
can they (see Par. 805) leave the State or Territory in 
which they reside without permission of the Secretary 
of the Navy. As the Nation justly remarked in its 
issue of Aug. 24th, its second article on the present 


000 | condition of the Navy, “such prerogative (the fur- 


lough power of the Secretary) conferred on any other 
individual in any other country would be cited as an 
instance of despotic government, and held up to the 
scorn of our ‘free and independent people.’” Cer- 
tainly the exercise of such a power as this by the 
Secretary of the Navy, except as we have said under 
the unmistakable authority of a direct and mandatory 
statute, is an unwarrantable, if not strictly an unlaw- 
ful, interference with sacred personal rights. 

Why should a gallant naval officer who has spent 
a quarter of a century or more of the best years of 
his life in the Service, be compelled at the arbitrary 
bidding of the Navy Department to grub out an 
existence on one-fifth the pay of an officer of corree- 
ponding rank and service in the Army? It is evident 
that at the best the appropriation for the pay of the 
Navy cannot be made to last out more than about 
ten months of the current fiscal year. Why should 
our naval officers be subjected to humiliation and 
pecuniary distress to lengthen out this period a few 
weeks, and diminish the inevitable deficiency bill by 
three or four hundred thousand dollars? The Presi- 
dent did well to relieve the Admiral of the Navy 
from the operation of G. O. No. 216, but is there any 
reason why other officers, equally deserving of con- 
sideration, should be subjected to its harsh provisions ? 


LONG-RANGE IN THE ARMY. 
Army TARGET PRACTICE is to be reformed and a 
Board to recommend a system for incorporation 
with the forthcoming Regulations will assemble at 
Springfield Armory in a few days. We hail this as an

evidence of practical improvement in the training of 
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our troops, and of vital importance to them in the 
use of improved small arms, The International 
Rifle Match which terminated so successfully for the 
American Team, was the result of a movement among 
American riflemen, owing its inception, as is well 
known, entirely to the persistent efforts of the 
JOURNAL to awaken an interest in the sub- 
ject. It is not so well known, perhaps, that 
these efforts date back almost to the estab- 
lishment of the paper in 1863. An attempt (to 
which the JouRNAL gave what encouragement it 
could) was made by an Englishman, in 1864 or 1865, 
to introduce the Hythe system here, but it was not 
carried to success, A second attempt to introduce 
systematic rifle shooting, made eight years later 
under the auspices of the JouRNAL, has so abun- 
dantly succeeded that the feats of America’s marks- 
men challenge the admiration of the whole world. 

This interest in arms of precision, which had its 
birth in the Militia system of the country, has been 
gradually imparted to the Army of the United States, 
and it is now the expressed intention of the authori- 
ties to devote more thorough and systematic atten- 
tion to this valuable branch of instruction. To be 
sure, there has existed a system of target practice for 
years in the Tactics, but it was more useful as a part 
of the manual of arms in teaching the soldier how to 
aim, perhaps, than calculated to turn out sharp 
shooters from troops who, ignorant of the theory, 
were but irregularly exercised in its practice. The 
limited supply of ammunition issued for “ ball prac- 
tice” and the penalties for undue expenditure, had a 
depressing effect on zealous oflicers, who thus were 
imbued with a more wholesome fear of the account- 
ing bureau than of the enemy they might some day 
meet. Very recently, the embargo on the use of 
cartridges for target practice has been removed so 
far as to allow at any one time the use of ball cart- 
ridges, provided that the quantity expended shali not 
exceed in any one year the authorized annual allow- 
ance. In several of the Military Departments espe_ 
cial attention has for the past two or three years been 
devoted to this subject, and we have regularly re- 
ceived the reports of the-monthly practice. In the 
system to be adopted it is to be hoped that the Board 
will so adapt the Creedmoor system to Army uses 
that when the scores of a company are published, 
the degree of proficiency can be estimated all over 
the world wherever “Creedmoor” or “ Wimbledon” 
are known. 

By this means we may train up an army of sharp 
shooters—each company may boast of its team—and 
eventually the United States may inaugurate a series 
of International Military Rifle Matches to be com- 
peted for by teams selected from the Regular armies 
of the world. The benefits arising from this annual 
intermingling of the Military representatives of all 
nations would be incalculable, and to no Service 
would it be more advantageous than our own. But 
the road to the 1,000 yards bull’s-eye is not altogether 
smooth. Major Funton, the captain of the winning 
team of 1876, in his acknowledgment at the present. 
ation of the trophy, said: ** General HAWLEY, in con- 
fiding this magnificent trophy to me you have said 
that you hope we will maintain it against all the 
world. I say that if we do that, we will have to 
spend all our time in rifle shooting and in doing 
nothing else. These successes do not come easily. 
In order to gain one success such as that won at 
Creedmoor yesterday it is necessary that we should 
spend all our time. We had to make use of constant 
practice from day to day. We had to go on the field 
and drill, and not only drill there but study at home 
—study the science of rifle shooting. And I assure 
it takes study to properly master it. Although we 
have attained a success im rifle shooting that now 
seems to be perfectly marvellous, I believe that ten 
years hence it will seem mere boy’s play to us.” 

The Army will have advantages which citizen sol- 
diers and men engaged in civil pursuits do not possess, 
Instead of being 4 mere recreation and manly exer- 
cise --a respite from mental or physical toil—as with 
most of those who frequent the range at Creedmoor ; 
with the Army it becomes part of their duty, a most 
important part, and as an additional incentive there is 
the feeling that it may be a matter of life and death 
some day to hit the mark at long range—if we were 
inclined to be jocose we might suppose that mark to 
be Sirtine Buu's eye. But we believe that the next 
improvement in the art de querre =" S's the ability

with which long-range weapons are handled by 
troops, and that the time is coming when that army 
will be considered weak in which precision at 1,000 
yards is not the rule, rather that the exception. 








THE HELL GATE BLAST. 

KINDRED in importance to the improvement of the 
channel at the mouth of the Mississippi stands the 
removal of the treacherous reefs at Hallett’s Point in 
the East River. General Newron, the engineer in 
charge, with his assistant, Captain MERCUR, are pre- 
paring for the final blast, which will, it is hoped, 
rend the huge rocks asunder, and burst wide open 
the Gate which to so many Juckless ves3els has been 
& veritable portal of Hell. 

The great reef has been perforated in nearly 
4,000 places, and each hole is fitted with a dynamite 
cartridge connected with an electric battery by a 
wire. At the appointed time—about Sept. 25—the 
mine will be fired, and it is hoped and believed that 
it will be successful. Everything that science and 
organization can effect has been devoted to the man- 
agement of this great work. Sensation-mongers, 
inquisitive scientists and nervous people generally, 
who reside within ten miles of Hallett’s Point, have 
been somewhat agitated as to the effect of the blast 
on the city of New York and suburbs. Comparisons 
have been made with other explosions—accidental 
and otherwise—in which nitro-glycerine in small 
quantities, exploding on the surface of the earth, has 
caused loss of life and destruction of property. In 
addition to General Newron’s well-known scientific 
acquirements, his cool temperament and the multi- 
farious precautions which he has taken to render this 
sub-aqueous explosion harmless to any living thing, 
or to any property beyond a short distance, should 
infuse entire confidence as to the result. A cordon 
of armed men on land and water will prevent any- 
thing from approaching near enough to incur the 
slightest damage. Elsewhere will be found a letter 
on this subject, which we publish because it comes 
from a responsible source, although we think its style 
somewhat open to criticism, and its assumptions not 
invariably well grounded in fact. 


THE Sunpry Crvit Act, approved July 31, appro- 
priated twenty thousand dollars, or so much thereof 
as should be necessary, to be expended under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Navy, for the pur- 
pose of completing the statue of * Peace,” platform, 
steps and circular basin, of the naval monument con- 
tracted for, by the officers of the Navy, with Frank- 
lin Simmons, and placing the same on some appro- 
priate part of the public grounds in Washington ; 
and provided that the Admiral of the Navy and tke 
Chairmen of the Committees on Public Grounds of 
the Senate and House should select and designate 
such place upon the public grounds for the erection 
of the monument as in their judgment should be 
most appropriate, Admiral PorTER, the Hon. Justin 
8. Morrit of the Senate and the Hon. W. P. Hot- 
MAN of the House have performed the duty required 
of them. The site selected is a point on Pennsylvania 
Avenue, at its junction with first street southwest, 
near the west entrance to the Capitol grounds, and it 
is to be placed in the centre of the circle, on the 
recent plan of F, L. OumsTEaD, for the improvement 
of the Capitol grounds. The monument will be ina 
position to be seen the whole length of Pennsylvania 
Avenue from the Treasury Building, and being at the 
point of main approach to the Capitol, will be pro- 
minently conspicuous. No arrangements have yet 
been made, or contracts entered inio, for laying the 
foundations and supplying the materials, exclusive of 
the monument and the marble steps surrounding it. 





Discipline and its necessity in matters judicial,

In the event of the yellow fever appearing at Port 


‘Royal, 8. C., or among the officers and men of the 


vessels of war there, the Pawnee is to be set aside as 
a hospital ship for the accommodation of the sick, 
which will obviate the necessity of establishing a 
hospital on shore, and, it is thought, be far prefer- 
able. The customary exercises and drills on board 
the vessels have been discontinued, on the recom- 
mendation of the senior mecical officer and approval 
of the Department. The sbips are in a healthy con- 
dition, and every precaution is taken to guard against 
the epidemic. It is generally conceded that the 
monitor type of vessel is more secure from malarial 
fevers than the ordinary class of vessels. As a frost 
may be looked for by the 10th or 15th of October, it 
is not likely that, even should yellow fever appear at 
Port Royal, it will be of long duration. 








Proressor CHARLES Daviks died suddenly, Septem- 
ber 17th, 1876, at Fishkill-on-the-Hudson, aged 78 years. 
He was born in Washington, Conn., and was educated 
at. West Point, working on a farm until he entered the 
academy. Until May, 1837, be was « professor in the 
academy, and afterwards he held chairs in the Trinity 
College and in the University of New York. From 
1857 to 1865 he was a professor in Columbia College. 
Before this, in 1849, he withdrew to his home at Fish- 
kill Landing, N. Y., where he prepared a series of 
text-books which have become standard in our schools 
and colleges. Professor Davies entered the Military 
Academy, December, 1813, and was graduated and 
promoted to be 2d lieutenant, Light Artillery, Decem- 
ber 11, 1815. He served at various New England 
posts until August 31, 1816, when he was transferred to 
the Corps of Engineers. He resigned from the engi- 
neers the same year, and was appointed professor of 
mathematics, U. 8S. M. A., May 1, 1823, filling that 
chair most acceptably until 1837, when he resigned 
from the Army. In 1841, Professor Davies was re- 
appointed as paymaster with the rank of major, 
and was stationed as paymaster and treasurer at West 
Point until his final resignation, September 30, 1845. 
His name is familiar to every student who has existed 
in two hemispheres for the last sixty years.

TRIAL OF THE VANDALIA. 
TC the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Sir: Your correspondent Y is in error, if he imag- 
ines [ felt pleasure at tae Vandalia’s failure, on the first 
trial at the measured mile, to develop the power and 
speed expected. The Navy has so little in store at 
present for its friends, save mortification at its condi- 
tion, that it would ill become apy one to whom its 
good repute is dear, to decry any real success honestly 
achieved. But the erroneous reports set afloat, as I 
believe purposely, needed to be corrected, in urder to 
prevent those at a distance, who have no means of 
getting at the facts, from being misled as to the ac- 
tual performance of this much vaunted vessel. Well, 
she has made 12 knots; that is less than the Jroquois, a 
ship two-thirds her tonnage, made sixteen years ago. 
If that is cause fora jubiiee, then order up the fiddlers, 
and let us have it over at once. 

But he sneers at my data, without daring to dispute 
its substantial accuracy, contenting bimseif with say- 
ing that the first report was ‘‘unreliable,” and 
wus set aside ‘‘for reasons well known to the 
officers of the ship.” How a fandango on board 
should impede the progress of a ship through the 
water, when urged by her engincs to her utmost 
capacity over a perfectly clear course, it is somewhat 
difficult to see. It is harder for some people to under- 
stand why, if a perfectly impartial trial was desired, 
the gentleman who is credited, rightly or wrongly, 
with converting these e gines, shoul on the reception 
of an adverse report, have been despatched in hot haste 
from Washington and placed on the Board, which was 
to report on his own performance. This is the more 
singular since it was done once before in the case of 
the Swatara. Is the Navy so poor in talent that it 
has but one officer competent to report in such cases? 
In all justice this gentleman should have signed the 
report as senior member and not in the second place; 
those who don’t know, may imagine he occupied a 
subogginate position, when, in reality, he was senior 
officer of the board. I do not in the least impugn the 
accuracy of this second report, for, admitting it all to 
be true, it still shows that as good results, if not bet- 
ter, so far as speed is concerned, were made years ago; 
while, as to fighting capacity (taking into account the 
Vandalia’s type of boiler and her compound engine), 
there can be absolutely no comparison, except to our 
present disadvantage, as the first war we may have 
will speedily show. Perbaps it may be a novel idea to 
some of the bureau engineers, but I am one of those 
who decidedly object to u cook passing judgment on 
his own soup. 

One point at least has been gaiaed; these gentlemen 
have been forced to accept the pooh-poohed “ measured 
mile trial,” and we need not despair now of seeing 
even more extended trials in the open sea. Mv friend 
Y's talk about a ‘*three-mile course,” and the ship 
‘** fully equipped for a cruise,” will pass for what it is 
worth with intelligent officers. He knows as well as 
any one, if he kuows anything at all, that light line 
triuls are the rare exception, and that in England the 
tabulated record is always made with the ship fully 
weighted and ready for sea. 

Let us have more of these trials, now that the Bu- 
reau of Steam Engineering has discovered that they 
are not such terrible bugbears after all. Conducted 
impartially—absolutely without any humbug—no one 
will more sincerely rejoice over any real success, or be 
more reacy to assign credit to whomsoever due, than 
your correspondent, X. 








THE ACCIDENT AT HELL GATE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: The recent terrible explosion at Hell Gate has 
added a painful element to the interest felt in the work 
so long in progress there, and which we are now told 
will be soon completed. This explosion is terrifying, 
not only from its direct result, but also from the 
circumstances connected with it. Surely we have a 
right to expect that, at a work carried on by the Gov- 
ernment, and entirely controlled by Government 
otticers, the best means should be used and proper pre- 
cautions taken. Yet it seems to have been proved that 
the violent explosive, liquid nitro-glycerine, has been 
frequently carried through crowded streets and on 
ferry-boats and horse-cars, with scarcely any precaution 
to prevent accident. At any rate, it seems clear that 
Doyle so carried the fifteen pounds that afterward ex- 
ploded, and there does not appear that there was any- 


Hell Gate by this, or similar treatment, then it must 
have been very impure and unnecessarily sensitive. 

Do not the officials at Hell Gate know what they are 
using? There ought tu be, and there is, no difficulty 
in distinguisbing between good nitro-glycerine and 
such an abnormally sensitive article as that seems to 
have been, which exploded Sept. 5. 

_The statements of the composition and properties of 
nitroglycerine concocted by the newspaper reporters 
are very funny. The Herald scientist, in particular, 
gravely details a collection of absurdities. However, 
better information is accessible to those who will look 
for it. Probably, one must not depend upon the 
minute accuracy of the accounts of the progress of the 
work given in the papers. Still, from what can be 
gathered as seemingly correct, some singular questions 
arise. It is said that there are about 6,000 or 7,000 
charges to be put in place and exploded simultaneously. 
This isa difficult task, requiring much care, forethought 
and knowledge of electricity Great will be the credit 
due to all concerned if it ie really well done. 

‘Will it be successfully accomplished? The event 
will show, and it is waited for by very many persons 
who are interested in it. 

lt is @ great pity that a definite and distinct state- 
ment of the plan settled upon for exploding the final 
great blast has not been published, for it is a matter of 
great interest and importance to engineers ard contrac- 
tors. Instead, we are left to the conflicting and obscure 
newspaper accounts. Dependence upon them would 
lead to the opinion that the success of the blast was 
doubtful. 

In the Herald of the 7th, it is said, on the authority 
of Capt. Mercur, U. S. A., in charge at Hell Gate, 
that the attempt is being made (experimentally), to ex- 
plode two or more charges with one fuse. Doves this 
mean that it is feared that 6,000 or 7,000 fuses cannot 
be firea simultaneously? They certainly can be it 
proper means are taken. The explosion of charges by 
the previous explosion of others will be unceriain at 
best, while the lack of simultaneity will cause a loss in 
effectiveness, 

It is to be earnestly hoped that, at any rate, when the 
blast is over, a full account of the course adopted will 
be published ‘with the reasons for it. 








MEDICAL STAFF IN TACTICS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Str: The answer to the enclosed query through your 
columns will be esteemed a favor. 

In your reply please remember that, in speaking of 
surgeons, the tactics refer to regimental not staff sur- 
geons., he Medical Department at present belongs to 
the staff of the Army—the same as the Commissary, 
Quartermaster’s, etc, and in the review of a large 
Army would be entitled to accompany the general com- 
manding, with his aides-de-camp and other staft officers, 
and take position with the staff. Surely the Army 
position of medical officers is not interfered with or in 
any way changed by their being on detached service 
as post surgeons. They wear, of course, staft uniforms, 
etc. Does it not appear obvious that they ought 
always to take position on parade the same as if a large 
Army were present, 7. ¢., take position as the personal 
staff of whoever for the time is occupying the position 
the general would occupy if he were present? 

At some posts it is customary for the post surgeon, 
when a member of the U. 8. A. Medical Department, 
to take position in rear and to the left of the reviewing 
officer, with the aides-de-camp, etc,, in the cuse of a 
general, while the’ troops composing the garrison 
march past. This I fancy you will say is correct. 
Again, at a few posts the medical officer marches 
past with the staff of the post, who are regimental 
officers, while the commanding officer reviews, etc,, 
The latter I maintain is wrong, the medical officer 
ought, I think, to stand in rear and to the left of com- 
manding officer and not march past. By marching 
past he becomes regimental staff and loses his position 
as a member of the staff of the U. S. Army, 

It is a point I am anxious to have settled on good 
authority. You bave no idea how many arguments I 
have had on the subject, and what diverse opinions I 
have heard given by old officers. SURGEON.

What sort of stuff do they use at Hell Gate under 
the name of nitro-glycerine? 

Nitro-glycerine is an explosive substance of danger- 
ous character which must be handled carefully. But 
it is not, in itself, a body of such extreme sensitive- 
ness that the friction of a cork against the side of a 
can will explode it. If the nitro-glycerine was ‘fired at

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THE GATLING AT PHILADELPHIA. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Boston Journal of Oom- 
merce, in his account of the Centennial Exhibition, says 
of the Gatling gun: 

In 1861 R. J. Gatling, of Indiana, invented the gun 
whose reputation is now bounded only as the world is 
bounded, and whose confines in reputation and praise 
are the rims of the Universe. If you, gentle reader, 
will walk down toward the east in the main aisle of 
that beautiful architectural structure, you will hear a 
rat-tat-r-r-r-rat tat-r—r—at-tat. That is the music of 
the Gatling gu», not the sharp, quick sound of its ex- 
ploding barrels, but the grinding operation and the 
firing pins as they batter away at the supposed cart- 
ridges in the barrels in front. This gun is one of the 
curiosities of the Centennial Exposition, and the com- 
pany is to be congratulated for its conspicuous position 
where its marvellous rapidity of firing can be seen by 
everybody, without the necessity of hunting it up. It 
is not to be expected that a description of this cele- 
brated gun will be given here; indeed, such a descrip- 
tion would impeach the intelligence of your readers, 
who know all about the working of the gun; but I will 
allude only to some of its peculiarities, and the result 
of several tests to which it has beep put. Since the 
date of its invention it has been tested by every 
country in the world except Greece and Belgium. It 
has been formally adopted as an auxiliary service arm 
by the United States and many other countries. In 
1867 the gun was first introduced to European govern- 
ments. At that time the manufacture of metallic cart- 
ridges was in its infancy, and the ammunition furn- 
ished for the gun was necessarily imperfect. With 
this imperfect ammunition and with guns which had 
not the important improvements made during the last 
few years, the early trials were conducted. The new 
model gun and the cartridges as now improved work 
perfectly, and commend themselves to the critical ex- 
amination and highest consideration of gvvernments. 
The success of the gun is not a particle ahead of its 
merits. Such inventions do more to stop war than to 
allow it, for any government, the possessor of a thou- 
sand of these guns, could whip the combined earth 
armed with any other weapons but these. Therefore 
the Gatling gun has moral suasive power as well as a 
terrific voice in the settlement of national disputes. 
An army would rather face fifty Rodman or Dahigrens 
than one of these red-hot pepper-boxes, for just as sure 
as the man at the crank begins to turnit, the shot 
flashes like lightning from the muzzles, and anything 
within the distance of a mile, or over it, must hunt its 
cover. There is no dodging it. Keep the hopper 
filled with cartridges, turn the crank as fast as human 
arm can do it, it will fire, fire, until the grinding ceases 
—it will be streaks of shots, not one, nor two, nor ten, 
nor twenty, but one thousand two hundred per minute. 
A perfect lead mine hurled at an army; then, when 
the man at the wheel allows the movement of the auto- 
matic traversing apparatus, it takes in a swath that is 
murderous to contemplate. The company show anew 
model Gatling gun, with five barrels, weighing 97 
pounds, and firing 1,000 shots per minute. The five 
barrels are surrounded with brass, making the gun 
look like a howitzer to an enemy, but the nature of 
which will soon be disclosed when that crank com- 
mences. This gun is on a tripod. Another of same 
weight is mounted on wheels, and fires the same num- 
ber of shots. Whenever these guos have been placed 
in competition they have carried the day. In 1869, at 
Carlsrube, Baden, a contest took place between 100 in- 
fantry soldiers with the ‘‘ needle gun” and a single 
Gatling gun. Here is the result: Time, one minute; 
distance, 800 paces; shots, 721; hits, 196; one-half inch 
Gatling gun, same time, same distance, shots, 246; 
hits, 216. That is the result everywhere. It has been 
put to the severest tests at Fortress Monroe, and has 
received the highest encomiums from government 
oflicers from all civilized nations. 











JEFF. THOMPSON. 


Tue N.Y. Evening Post says: M. Jefferson Thomp- 
son, of New Orleans, died at his old home in St. Joseph, 
Mo., where he had been visiting for bis health. Thomp- 
son wasa specimen of the fire-eating Southerner of 
ante-war times. He took an active part in the war, 
serving as a Brigadier-General of the Missouri State 
militia. He lead a band of troops who carried on a 
sort of guerrilla warfare in the Southwest, and efforts 
to capture them caused the Union forces much trouble. 
He was fond of issuing proclamations. One of these 
dated St. Francois county, Mo., Oct. 14, 1861, was as 
follows: P 
Patriots of Washington, Jefferson, St. Genevieve, St. Fran- 
cois and Iron counties! I have thrown myself into your midst 
to offer you an opportunity to cast off the yoke you have unwil- 
lingly worn 80 long. Come to me and I will assist you, and drive 

our invaders from your soil or die with you among your native 
hile. Soldiers from Iowa, Nebraska, and Illinois, go home. We 
want you not here, and we thirst not for your blood. We have 
notinvaded your States, we have not polluted your hearth stones, 
therefore leave us; and after we have wiped out the Hessians 
and tories we will be your friendly neighbors if we cannot be 
your brothers. 


Another specimen of his proclamations is the follow- 
ing, dated from his Missouri camp in Sept., 1861: 


Whereas, Major-General John C. Fremont, commanding the 
minions of Abraiam Lincoln, in the State of Missouri, has seen 
fit to declare martial law throughout the whole State, and has 
threatened to shoot any citizen-soldier found in arms within cer- 
tain limits; also to confiscate the property and free the negroes 
belonging to the members of the Missouri State Guards; there- 
fore, know yethatI, M. Jeff Thompson, Brigadier-General of 
the First Military District of Missouri, having not only the 
authority of Brigadier-Gencral, but certa‘n police powers, granted 
by Acting Governor Thomas C. Reynolds, and confirmed after- 
wards by Governor Jackson, do most solemnly promise that, for 
every member of the Missouri State Guard or soldier of our 
allies, the armies of the Confederate States, who shall be put to 
death in pursuance of the said order of General Fremont, I will 
hang, draw, and quarter a minion of said Abraham Lincoln.

Tue Richmond Znquirer says that one of the most 
interesting of the muny souvenirs to be found in the 
State Library of Virginia, is a transcription of the 
beautiful tribute to Virginia, with which Mr.J. R. 
Lowell’s Centennial ode on ‘* Washington’s Taking 
Command at Cambridge” concludes, handsomely made 
in the handwriting of the poet himself, and framed 
and g'azed in the neatest manner. On the margin of 
the verses, which are written on a large sheet of paper, 
is the following indorsement: ; 

Copied by request from a poem recited at Cambridge, 
Mass., on the hundredth anviversery of Washington’s 
taking command of the American Army there, 3d July, 1775. 

CAMBRIDGE, 3d July, 1875. J. R. LowExL. 

Here is the tribute itself, with the poet’s own head- 
ing, and with some emendations of the verses as first 
printed: 

MASSACHUSETTS ACKNOWLEDGES HER DEBT TO VIRGINIA, 
Virginia gave us this imperial man 
Cast in the mighty mold ; P 
Of those high-statured ages old 
Which into grander forms our mortal metal ran, 
She gave us this unblemished gentleman, 
What shall we give her back but love and praise, 
As in the dear unestranged days 
Before the inevitable wrong began ? 
Mother of States and unpolluted men, 
Thou gavest us a country, giving him, 
And we owe alway what we owed thee then. 
The boon thou wouldst have snatched from us agen 
Shines as before with no abatement dim. 
A great man’s memory is the only thing | 
With influence to outlast the present whim, _ ‘ 
And bind us as when here he knit our golden ring ; 
All of him that was subject to the hours 
Lies in thy soil, and makes it part of ours. 
Across more recent graves, 
Where unresentful nature waves 
Her pennons o’er the shot-ploughed sod, 
Proclaiming the sweet Truce of God, 
We, from this consecrated plain, stretch out. 
Our hands as free from after thought or doubt 
As here the united North 
Poured her embrowned manhood forth 
In welcome of our savior and thy son. 
Through battle we have better learned thy worth, 
The long-breathed valor and undaunted will, 
Which, like his own, the day’s disaster done, 
Could, safe in manhood, suffer and bo stall; 
Both thine and ours the victory hardly won. 
If ever with Re 9 ee voice or pen 
We have misdeemed thee, here we take it back. 
And for the dead of both don common black. 
Be to us evermore as thou wast then, 
As we forget thou bast not always been, 
Mother of States and uppolluted men, 
Virginia, fitly named from England’s manly Queen! 

The Enquirer adds: ‘‘ In the correspondence which 
led to the securing of this valuable contribution to the 
State Library, Mr. Lowell’s letters show the same 
affectionate and patriotic spirit that breathes in every 
line of his verses. Not content with this gift to the 
library, he promises to send a photograph of the elm 
under which Washington stood when he took com- 
mand of the Army, framed in its own wood. Surely 
Virginia has a soft place in her heart for him whose 
thoughts are so noble and whose spirit is so generous.” 














Tur Richmond “ Dispatch” has opened a subscription for 
the restoration of the tomb of Captain John Smith. His 
remains lie in a London church, covered by a slab in tho 
aisle, and the feet of eight generations have entirely worn 
away whatever inscription formerly existed.

VIRGINIA. 


ApsuTANT-GENERAL RicHARDsON.—The following General 
Order has been issued from Headquarters Virginia Military 
Institute, Sept. 2, 1876: It is the painful duty of the eupe- 
rintendent to announce to the professors, oflicers, alumni, 
and cadets of the Virginia Military Institute, the death of 
Brevet Major-Gen. W. H. Richardson, Adjutant-General of 
Virginia. He died at his residence in Richmond, on the 
1st of September, 1876, in the eighty-first year of his age. 
The connection of this venerable public servant of the State 
with the Virginia Military Institute dites from its origin, 
and it is most fitting that this institution, to which his 
labors of love were devoted for a period of thirty-seven 
years, should honor his memory in a special and appropri- 
ate manner. Gen. William H. Richardson was boru in the 
city of Richmond on the 18th December, 1795. When a 
mere boy he volunteered for active military vervice, and 
commanded a company of Virginia troops in the war of 
1812-15. On the 6th of March, 1821, he entered the public 
service as clerk of the Council, and was continued as Sec- 
retary of the Commonwealth, when that oftice was created 
In 1841, he became a member of the Board of Visitors under 
his commission as Adjatant-General, aud iu allof these 
varied and responsible duties he has given to the State the 
unwearied labors.of his long life, with an ability, industry, 
and fearless fidelity, which have been recognized by ever 
State Executive during this long and most eventful period. 
Commencing his service as a member cf the Board of Vin- 
itors in 1841, he has for thirty-five years devoted himself to 
the duties of his appointments, never missing an anoual 
meeting of the board except when the sands of life had 
nearly run out, and he was physically unable to travel. His 
large experience in the public eervice, his wisdom, impar- 
tiality and sterling integrity, gave to him an influence in 
controlling the destiny of the institute which has impressed 
his name upon every prominent feature of its progressive 
work. After a long life spent in the service of his native 
State, doing what he could to maintain, preserve and de- 
fend her honor, he falls into the grave with his armor on, 
and with the tribute from every Virginian of well done toa 
good and faithtul public servant. His memory will be 
cherished by every alumnus of the Virginia Military Insti- 
tute. His name is signed to the diplomas of every one of 
the 1,078 graduates. Many of us remember his response to 
a sentiment in his honor at one of our receut alumni din- 
ners. Excusing himself for not making a formal speech, 
he said: ** When I die I want no costly monument over my 
remains. AllI desire isa simple stone, nu matter how 
—_ with this inscription, ‘Piaced here by the alumni of 
the Virginia Military Institute.’” Faithful public servant! 
His monument is engraven in the hearts of these alumni, 
and now that his spirit has passed away, the grief-stricken 
hearts of all who knew and loved him here, will not forget 
his last expressed wish.

and the highly creditable appearance it made on the streets 





of Philadelphia could not have been obtained. For a divi- 


vision scattered over thirteen counties and assembling but 
once a year, to parade so as to'win applause when brought 
ia contact with troops that parade constantly and bave a 
continuous incentive forimprovement, canuot but be grati- 
fying to each man, as it betokens in him good soldierly 
conduct and an interest in his company requirements, 
which in every National Guard or citizen soldiery must 
neceszarily be the basis of organization and of general ex- 
cellence. It is to be hoped that this interest and discipliue 
will continue without interruption, so that should an en- 
campment be ordered in 1877, on the Brandywine, as is now 
em this division will participate, second to none in 
merit and in spirit. . It is to be regretted that the 
legislative a se for defraying a portiun of the ex- 
penses of this Centennial encampment was made by an 
almost strictly party vote, which is in such contrast with 
the liberality shown to the National Guard in the States of 
Maryland, Delaware, New Jersey, Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut, and New York as to be a matter of comment, and the 
major-general would respectfully urge upon, all the neces- 
sity of so instructing Senators and Representatives, that 
they may consider the Guard an object of State pride and 
care, uninfluenced by politics and thoroughly independent 
of them. With the — supply uf canvass now on hand, 
the transportation cf the Guard will hereafter be the main 
item of expense to the State in assembling for an annual 
encampment—a small proportion of what it costs other 
States to encamp their Guard, which they consider a matter 
of public economy and a vecessty. 

n addition to the above we give the following extract 
from General Huidekoper’s report to Adjutant-Geveral 
Latta on the encampment of his division at ** Camp Autho- 
ny Wayne:” 

After the men became comfortably settied, Icommenced regu- 
lar drills, guard mounting and dress parades, intending to make 
the instruction and practice most thorough. The excessive heat 
on the morning of the first guard mounting, by which six men 
were prostrated while in the ranks, led me to abandon al! work, 
and beyond a regular mount of sixty privates each morning, and 
the dress parade in the evening, I forbade any further service 
than that required at the reviews and street parade ordered from 
your headquarters. Fiom the large guard detailed, only four 
posts were maintained, so that but little work was required of 
the men. I would recommend an annual encampmen: for ten 
days of the whole Guard of the State, but in cool weather, 
as the most economical and surest way of perfecting the 
condition of it. The expense per man woald ub 
smal), and hereafter this can be and should be made a part of 
the service that will be required of the men. I would also re- 
commend for the benefit of my division, a reorganization of the 
regiments, 80 that there may be basis for three regiments, with 
authority to fill at an early day. Two regiments would be uni- 
formed in blue and one in gray. It will be impossible to cniform 
all alike, aod the regiments should have but one cvlor in line. 
The Titusville Citizens Corps, located in my territorial division, 
but outside of the National Guard, and acting undera 8 al 
cburter, bas indicated its desire to become part of the National 
Guard. This battalion cannot under the law be consolidated 
with other companies, but as long as its ranks are filled with the 
gentlemen it now has, I have no doubt that it would parade on 
all important occasions as part of the grey regiment, as it did at 
Philadelpia during the late encampment. I would recommend 
that when these men are mustered into service that a major and 
staff be commissioned.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


“Quo Fata Vocant,” asks: When the troops composing 
the garrison of any post are being inspected, paraded, or re- 
viewed, where ought tbe post surgeon to take position when he 
belongs to the U. 8. A. Med. Dept. ? Answer.—It will be seen 
from a perusal Of the Jetter (pu dlished elsewhere), to which this 
query was an enclosure, that our correspondent’ considers Upton 
somewhat obscure on this precive point. In the * School of the 
Battalion “ (368) the posts of field officers and regimen/ai staff are 
defined as fullows : ** At reviews, parades and inspections . . . 
the surgeon, quartermaster and other staff officers in the order of 
rank from right to left, are on the left of the colone) and three 
yards in his rear.”’ “In column the staff marches abreast of the 
centre on the flank opposite to the gnide, etc. (86%) “The staff 
and non-commissioned staf, except the adjutant and sergeant- 
major, may be excused from battalion mance uvres except when 
preparing for forms of ceremony.” Our interpretation of the 
above 16 that medical officers of the Army are referred to under 
the head of “ regimental staff’? and “‘surgeon.” An assistant 
surgeon when assigned to duty with a regiment or brigade is 
generally alluded to as the “regimental surgeon’ or the “brigade 
surgeon,”’ although such grades in the re ular establishment do 
not legally exist. So with a medical officer on ny J at a post, 
he is spoken of officially as the “‘ poat surgeon ;” is reported 
upon the post return with the staff officers acting as quar- 
termaster and commissary, and for the time being and for pur- 

oves of discipline is a part of the staff of the post commander. 

urther, as General Upton includes ‘ hospital steward” («lso of 
the Med. Dept. U. 8. A.) with the “regimental non-commis- 
sioved staff,” at reviews, etc., his intention in using the term 
* surgeon" isevident. The rules laid down for the * regimental 
staff’ at pesaden, reviews, etc., are applicable to the staff of a 
post, modified perhaps by the weakness cf the garrison. Where 
the circumstances are not anticipated in the Tactics the custom 
of the service aud the discretion of the commanding officer must 
govern. As we understand it, an officer of the general staff or 
staff corps is on the staff of the officer commanding the troops 
of the military organization—post, reg.ment, brigade, or depart- 
ment—to which be may be assigned for duty. To such com- 
mander he is immediately responsible for the proper perform- 
ance of his speciai functions and other duties common to all 
commissioned officers. Wher the garrison of a post is paraded, 
inspected, or reviewed, the surgeon, for instance, should be 
present ; if the reviewing personage or inspector is his senior in 
rank, he should take up the prescribed position with the troops 
unless eepeciaily excused. If the reviewing officer be his junior, 
the surgeon should not be required to remain with the troops, 
but should accompavy the oy during the inspection ia the 
interests of the service and of his particular department. Any 
exception to this rule could only be madeasa matter of courtesy 
not of right. The presence of the commander of “a large army.” 
(as premised by our correspondent) would not change this prin- 
ciple. At the same timeit has been customary to grant post 
surgeons a great many more privileges in the way of exemption 
from routine ceremonies, the prescribed dress, etc., than other 
ofticers—out of respect for the ancient and nonorable art of 
healing; such a’ in savage life is accorded to the “ medicine 
man” of the tribe. The medical profes-ion in itself receives 
more respect aud deference from those with whom it is brought 
in contact, in aud out of the Army, than any mere military rank 
with which it may be invested can possibly inspire. And we 
think that the experience of the medical staff of the Army will 
bear us out in this view of the case.

MODERN NAVIES,—YV. 
GREAT BRITAIN. 








Tue navy of Great Britain is ‘‘ a perpetual establich- 
ment,” the statutes by which it is governed, unlike the 
military laws which the sovereign has the power to 
frame under authority of an act of Parliament, having 
been permanently estabiished and defined with great 
precision. (Bluckstone.) ‘The aflairs of the navy are 
sdministered by a Board of Admiralty, which changes 
with the ministry. 

Great attention 1s paid to the training of seamen and 
boys, for which there are about twenty-two school and 
drill ships. The most powerful fighting ships ever 
built are the four double turreted monitors Devastativn, 
dhunderer, Dreadnought, née Fury, and Inflexible. The 
principal objects aimed at in these vessels are that they 
shall attain the highest poiat in respect to their power 
of ordnance and thickness of armor, or, while their 
oftensive power is irresistible, they will themselves be 
invulnerable. Being mastless, they are to carry coal 
sutticient for any probable contingency. Such has 
been the progress of ordnance that the ‘‘ Woolwich 
Infant,” as, with grim humor, the 35-ton gun was 
christened, has already passed to adolescence; the 
dhunderer being armed with four 38-ton guns. The 
culminating point, however, in the struggle between 
offence and defence seems to have beep reached, for 
the present at least, in the Jnflexidle, which may be 
considered the most powerful fighting ship in the 
world. Briefly, she is of 11,095 tons dispiacement; 
8,000 H. P. (indicated) will be driven fourteen knots 
by a pair of twin screws. Battery, four 80-ton rifle 
guns, each throwing a projectile of about 1,600§ lbs. 
‘be turrets are designed to admit guns of 150 tons 
weight. The turrets being out of the central line, 
the four guns can fire simultaneously in the direction 
of the keel, The guns of each turret have 180 deg. arc 
of fire on their own side, and a small sector on the 
side opposite. The more vital parts are protected by 
24 inches armor, separated in two thicknesses of 12 
inches each, with backing between. Forward and 
abaft the citadel on each side of vessel is a belt of cork 
4 feet thick by 16 fect wide, to increase stability in case 
of damage to hull which is divided into 127 water- 
tight compartmerts. An English authority states that 
in the Jnjlexibie **‘ we have reached the extreme limit in 
thickness of armor for sea-going ships.” ‘‘in her the 


step in advance has been an increase from 14 inch 
armor to 24 inch, from 35 to 80-ton guns, with capacity 


for double that weight, if needed; fromtwo guns firin 
ahead to four; and this without increase of cost an 
with thrée feet lighter draft.” 

All iron-clads are built with a view to ramming, but 
the Rupert and Hotspur were specially designed as 
rams, and are intended to act as consorts to the Devasta- 
tion class. Their armament is two 18-ton guns (pro- 
jectile 400 Ibs.,) in turrets 14 inch thick. There are in 
all seven classes of iron-clads. Of unarmored cruisers 
of high speed, the Jnconstant was the first, confessedly 
to compete with the Florida (née Wampanoag) class of 
U.S. vessels. “ The cbject aimed at was to combine 

ood sailing with the very highest steaming power” 

Admiralty Committee on Design.) The Inconstant is 
a frigate-built ram, with a vertical stem; has a double 
thickness of wood sheathing outside the iron skin, 
copper over all and brass stem and stern posts. Dis- 
placement 5,782 tons, speed 16 to 16} knots. ‘‘ The 
influence of the American model is nowhere so appa- 
rent as in the armament given to the Jnconstant.” (U. 
S. Mag. 1874.) Her battery consists of ten 12-ton guns 
(calibre 9 inch, projectiie 250 Ibs.,) on main deck, and 
six 64 ton (7 Inch) guns on. spar deck. The Shah, 
though a sister ship, is an improvement on the former. 
She bas a battery of twenty-six guns in all, and is said 
to be the fastest ship in the British navy. The Raleigh 
is of the same class, though smaller. The Jnconstant 
and class, it must be admitted, have far excelled their 
American prototypes as fast and eflicient cruisers. The 
Bacchante class (4,000 tons new measurement), carries 
a heavy battery on a covered deck, has a speed of 15 
knots, is built of iron and sheathed with zinc, the bow 
constructed for ramming; of this general class are the 
Active, Volage, Rover, Boadicea und ELuryalus, The 
next class und the smallest for war purposes is repre- 
sented by the Mugicienne, displacement 1,864, speed 13 
knots, battery fourteen 64 pounders, iron frames (for 
durability), double thickness of wood planking and 
coppered. ‘* Wooden ribs,” says Chief Naval Archi- 
tect Barnaby, R. N., *‘are finally doomed,” iron frames 
being now the rule in the English navy. (On the 
Magicienne, as a 13 knot “ privateer catcher,” and on 
the Bacchante class the English rely for effectively 
policing the seas in time of war, for convoying 
merchant fleets, keeping down privateering and over- 
matching the light cruisers of her adversary, whoever 
it may be. The naval policy of Great Britain briefly 
stated is: ‘‘To watch carefully the progress of other 
nations in designing and constructing ships of war, 
and to take care that their own fleet shall be more than 
equa!, both in the number and power of its ships, to 
that actually at the disposal of any other power.” 
(Admiralty Committee on Designs.) The strength of 
English navy now in commission up to latest date is 
240 ships, carrying 1,737 guns, manned by 25,170 
otticers and men, 5,981 marines, and 2,801 boys. 

In addition tv this force there-is the first steam 
reserve, consisting of vessels in ordinary with stores on 
board, and which can be prepared for sea in twenty- 
four hours; the second reserve, consisting of veasels in 
thorough repair with cables, gun carriages, etc., on 
board, and the third division of steam reserve under- 
going repairs, refitting, etc., etc. The principal naval 
ports are Deptford, Woolwich, Chatham, Sheerness, 
Portsmouth, Devonport, Keyham, Pembroke. 

FRANCE. 

The minister of marine is a cabinet officer, and has 
a seat in the National Assembly. He is frequently 
selected from the list of admirals. He is assisted in 
his duties by a Board of Admiralty, of which be is 
president. His official life is about 18 wopths, taking 
the average term for the past 100 years. The duties of 
the department are distributed among five directions: 
each direction are sub-divided into bureaus, and the 
latter into sections. The coasts of France are divided 
into five maritime departments called Arrondissements 
Maritime, over cach uf which is placed a naval officer 
of high rank, bearing the title of Préfet Maritime. 
The French in 1860 led the way in sea-guing iron-clads 
with the Glcire, for which they deserve great credit. 
The Redoubiable, Trident and Colbert, 8,000 to 9,000 
tons displacement, are now the heaviest and latest of 
the broadside iron-clads. The Suffren class has the 
casemated battery. On the spar-deck are four semi- 
circular stationary turrets, or projections from the side, 
the deck being carried well out and supported. This 
gives fore and aft fire. The battery on gun deck con- 
sists of eight 9.45 inch breech-loading rifled guns. On 
the spar-deck four 7.4 inch breech-loading rifles. Speed 
14 knots. The Friedland, Marengo, Ucean, etc., are 
sister ships. The Batleries flattantes démontables are 
vessels that can be taken to pieces and transported 
overland to any desired point, put together again and 
launched. During the late Franco-German war such 
vessels were transported from Toulon to Strasbourg, 
but arriving too late, were transferred to Paris, where 
they did good service. Great attention is paid to the 
educating and training of seamen gunners, and school 
and training sbips are maintained for boys. The Pre- 
miére Catégorie of ships of the steam reserve are those 
which are kept in ordinary, but in such a state of pre- 
paration that they may be supplied with ammunition, 
manned and sent to sea in twenty-four hours. The 
steam reserve, depots for special corps, and the [nscrip- 
tion Maritime, gives Frauce at all times, and for any 
emergency, efficient ships and an educated personnel 
to man them. The squadron of evolutions is the fourth 
of the Institutions Necessaires of Admiral Greviere. 
The naval policy of France was lined out with great 
deliberation in 1849 by a commission of which M. 
Dufaure was president. ‘ Speed,” it is declared in the 
report, ‘‘is the best weapon against an opponent” 
(referring probably to England) ‘* better equipped and 
having many weak points to protect.” ‘Tbe splendid 
condition of the French fleet at the breaking out of the 
Franco-German war, was due mainly to the wisdom 
and forecast of the Huquéie Pariementaire of 1849. 
The principal Navy-yards are Cherbourg, Brest,

A NEW FOLDING BOAT. 


The principle of these boats is not easy to describe 
so as to be quite comprehensible without a drawing, 
but we may ask our readers to imagine a canvas 
umbrella without a stick, and drawn out into a long 
shape like a boat, so that the wires which radiate from 
the socket, instead of all meeting in a point, touch each 
other two apd two. Then the canvas, with its ribs, 
will form the bottom and sides of the bout, while the 
wires become the deck. When collapsed the deck 
doubles up in the centre, while the canvas, with its 
ribs, arranges itself in folds more convenient than is 
the case with the umbrella. Thus arranged, a boat 
forty feet long becomes only two and a half feet broad, 
and can be hung close to the side of the sbip below the 
— boats, or rather just between them and the 
ship. 

Thus, without loss of available space, each troop- 
ship or transport can carry four or six large horse- 
boats, and they will be available for other purposes, 
which we sball touch upon by and by. In the act of 
lowering into the water the boat expands and becomes 
13 feet 6 inches broad. But it is manifest that if heavy 
weights are placed on the sides there will be a strong 
tendency for the deck to rise in the middle (as an 
umbrella closes when the catch is freed from the 
socket), and the boat to collapse at the moment its ex- 
pansion is most necessary. At the first experiment, 
some weeks ago, sufficient provision had not been 
made against this tendency. Horses were on board 
and the gun was being run over the side, when the 
centre of the deck rose a little and the side went under 
water. The pluck and coolness of a young artillery 
officer, Lieutenant Buckle, and that response of the 
men which always comes to pluck and coolness, 
brought gun and horses out of the dilemma, but the 
accident was for the time a serious blow to the credit 
of the boat. 

Mr. Berthon was not, however, at a loss for a 
remedy. He has since then stiffened the deck by cross 
bars, two small masts and wire ropes. Thus supported 
the boat is strong enough for anything, and the experi- 
ments on the 16th ult. went off without a single hitch. 
The process was new to both men and horses. No 
systematic drill has been laid down, yet in eleven 
minutes from the time of the boat being arranged 
alongside the beach, broadside on, the heaviest field- 
piece in the service was on board, with an officer, a 
sergeant, the gunners and drivers, and eight horses. 
So laden she was towed out into the harbor and again 
brought alongside the beach. The gun and limber 
were landed, and it was found that three more horses 
could be carried instead of the field-piece. It may be 
said that the boat would carry eleven big artillery 
draught-horses or twelve cavalry troopers. Then the 
three extra horses were landed, the gun and limber re- 
embarked, and the boat, with its freight, towed across 
the harbor from the beach ut Blockhouse Fort to Po=ts- 
mouth. In seven minutes the whole detachment was 
landed and the gun ready for action or to move off in 
any required direction. No apparatus of any kind 
was employed except the ‘ brow,’ an inclined plane of 
wood with cross pieces for the horses’ feet, and this 
would always be carried in the boat.—London Times.

THE AMERICAN MILITARY SYSTEM. 


Our correspondent at Philadelphia finds it not easy 
to make people about him believe that we could turn 
out at a moment’s notice sixty thousand men, much 
less that we have even exhibited near half that number 
on some recent occasions. With their measures of this 
little island, they conclude it to be armed to the teeth 
with so preposterous a show of Regular force. But 
the truth is the Americans have no Army becuuse they 
are all army; they have no soldiers because every 
American is a soldier. There is hardly such a thing 
as a military profession, because all learn something of 
the art and practice of war. The emergency for which 
they want fighting men is distant, inasmuch as they 
may be said to have the whole continent. They will 
never go to war except entirely from choice, with 
plenty of time for preparation, just where and when 
they please, and, therefore, with ample leisure to raise 
an army for that purpose. They are not likely to have 
a Civil War again without previous political stages. 
At the last Civil War the Regular Army did them more 
harm than good, for its best officers were Southerners. 
The United States has thus no need of a large standing 
Army ready for immediate service, and the amoition 
would argue ignorance of their own resources, and a 
foolish imitation of the Old World States, unhappily 
compelled to watch one another armed cap-a-pie. Eng- 
land stands in this comparison half way between the 
New and the Old World. She hus no occasion to keep 
up lines of fortresses or systems of fortifications on a 
thousand or more miles of frontier. She has, too, other 
work for her men, who also find other work for them- 
selves. She has to be content after trade, manufacture, 
merchantmen, and colonies have had their pick of the 
people. But, though it would be idle to make a com- 
parison which excludes compensating circumstances, 
it is, nevertheless, impossible not to feel a certain de- 
gree of envy at the very easy way in which the Ameri- 
cans meet the greatest of our burdens and difficulties. 
It is hard to say which aspect of the-case sounds the 
pleasantest, ‘‘ No Army,” or “All Army ”—a’ mere 
handful of Regulars, or every American a soldier. As 
a rule, every citizen there turns out for training and 
learns enough to fall in well with the next year’s train- 
ing when it comes. He does enough to keep up within 
him the ideas of discipline and subordination. He 
gets, incidentally, some improvement in bearing, and 
not a few social gains. Nothing transiorms a man so 
much to the outward sense and to the inner apprecia- , 
tion as being a soldier, and even a few weeks are sure 
to tell. The local corps choose their own designa- 
tion, their own organization, their own uniform, 
their own officers—everything in fact, up to the point 
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where the command of the army is concerned. That 


the force is equal to any emergency, and that even its 
immense aggregate does not convey all its potential 
strength, is evident from the history of the war. It 
means that every able-bodied American is or may be a 
soldier, and is practically liable to be called on to fall 
into the ranks with his neighbor and fight for his coun- 
try. If our present arrangements, and our own very 
marked distinction between the fighting and the non- 
fighting men, suit better our own present circumstances, 
that is no reason why we should not do justice to the 
advantages of the American plan, the more so that we 
may find our own circumstances changed’in the Amer- 
ican direction. As, some people tcll us always to re- 
member that a friend may one day be a foe, and a foe 

. one day a friend, so it is wise to keep in mind that our 
own favorite institutions may one day be impossible; 
those of our neighbors, however little to our taste, one 
day a necessity. We have to understand and appreci- 
ate even what we do not like Our present system is 
that dictated by circumstances, and the best that can 
be said of it is that it meets them pretty well. - . . 
The American Army, in its largest and truest sense— 
that is, the Army of armed civilians—maintains itself, 
officers itself, pensions itself, and under supervision 
teaches itself. When it is not wanted it goes home. 
The Captain of yesterday resumes his place in the 
store, or, perhans, at the Bar or on the seat of Justice. 
He bas had his ‘‘ outing,” his annual training, and 
returns to his work stronger and, may be, a little big- 
ger in his own estimation than when he left it. Some 
years ago it was always easy to raise a smile here by 
talking of American Colonels, Captains, and Generals. 
There has been less of that topic lately. Indeed, the 
Onited States have shown as guod acrop of dragon’s 
teeth as most countries. 

Bat it is rather to the Continental States of Europe 
that the lesson applies. The United States manage to 
keep, it may be said, the whole of their able-bodied 
population ready to respond to acry to arms. They 
do this so well as to be thoroughly respected, for there 
is no Power in the world that would not make some 
trifling concession rather than plunge into a war with 
the United States. Yet, this is done not only at a very 
slight cost, but, what is more, without perceptibly in- 
terfering with industrial operation. We do not hear 
of harvests being left ungathered, works being stopped, 
contracts broken, or enterprise wanting a supply of 
labor because the militia were out. Perhaps the course 
of the American seasons affords intervals specially 
favorable for military training, as it certainly does for 
education and all work under cover. But it is in this 
very respect that the climate of the United States re- 
sembles that found at least in the northern and central 
parts of Europe. Cannot our Continental neighbors 
submit to learn something by the example and the suc- 
cess of the great American Commonwealth? Can they 
not be armed and trained enough for defence, and even 
for other emergencies not instantly impending? Why 
is it necessary that a million of men in the prime of 
life should be entirely withdrawn from those produc- 
tive employments which are wealth, and therefore the 
strength, of the nation? Why is it necessary that all 
over the Continent men should be seen wasting their 
strength in idleness, or worse, and women wasting 


beasts of burden? There may be little disposition to 
listen to the question now, when whole nations ma 
be said to be inebriated with lawless and bound- 
less ambition, and when their desire is not to keep 
what they have, but at any cost to get more. But @ 
time may come, and not be very distant, when it will 
be found as necessary to husband populations ‘as to 
inflate armies, and when industry and wealth wi!l be 
found the best of military reserves.

support of medical aid in Montenegro. 

A CORRESPONDENT of the London Zimes has fur- 
nished the following statement, made by William 
Clark, now living in Thetford, Suffolk: ‘‘ I was born 
on the 28th uf December, 1793, at Hopton, near Thet- 
ford, in Suffolk. I enlisted on the 8th of May, 1815, 
in her Majesty’s Twentieth Regiment, then lying at 
Waterford. I joined the depot at Newport, Isle of 
Wight. Seven thousand men were then lying there. 
After seven months at Waterford, we went from station 
to station in Ireland, and on the 14th of February, 
1818, we were sent to relieve the Fifty-third Regiment, 
which had accompanied Napoleon to his exile in St. 
Helens. We arrived in St. Helena about the 10th of 
May, 1818, and remained there till six months after the 
death of Napoleon, who died on the 5th of May, 1821.

We had to lie on the floor, one blanket to each man, 
which we placed half under and half over us. Sir 
Hudson Lowe refused the petition of Col. South to 
allow bedding—‘ this would make them sleep too 
soundly.’ At gunfire (6 0’clock Pp. M.) the guard formed 
closer in, and alJl out-pickets were joined to Boney’s 
guard. Guards, pickets, and all amounted at night to 
sixty-three or sixty-four. . . Boney was the fattest 
man I ever saw; the calves of bis legs, and his cheeks 
too, you might see them shake as he was walking, and 
yet he had not the ruddy, healthy look our people had. 
He would carry a stick, about as thick as my walking- 
stick, with an iron spud at the end, andif he saw a 
weed he would always spud it up, anywhere where he 
went. Four nights out of seven [ was on sentry, and 
would fall asleep while walking and stray off the path; 
and then my hair would stand on end with fright and 
raise my cap, for I knew if I were caught napping I 
was safe for 300 lashes. I have heard men say that 
their sufferings from want of rest in St. Helena were 
more trying to them than the hardships of a campaign. 
Napoleon died on the 5th of May, 1821. Two priests 
were in attendance. We who had to lift the body 
were not allowed to touck the coffin until a priest had 
sprinkled us with holy water. We started at 3 0’clock. 
The coffin was very heavy. We carried it six at a 
time, and the men that were lowest down in carrying 
him suftered all the punishment. I was one of these. 


All the garrison was assembled about the Emperor’s 
quarters and followed him to the grave, the bands 
playing a dead march. The actual funeral took 
place at about 6 p.m. Nine or ten of us had been 
employed for three days in excavating in the rock a 
cavity seven feet deep and eight feet square. The rock 
was blasted, and where the powder had made the sides 
uneven it was filled in, and the cavity smoothed all 
round. In the cavity thus made by sappers and 
miners, assisted by our own labor and that of others, flag- 
stones were inserted in the rock and formed into a case 
or box, which received the coffin. The coffin was 
covered over with a large flagstone, and the four cor- 
ners were bored and filled in with melted lead, which 
fastened them firmly together. The remainder of the 
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excavation was filled in with the rubble and levelled, 
d a mound resembling a common grave raised above 

An iron palisading was placed round, and sentry 
kept over it night and day until all the troops were 
withdrawn. They were gradually withdrawn, and 
our regiment left six months after the funeral.”
